The oldest structure in the world 
today built for a railway passen- 
ger etation stands at the corner of 
Mill and Water streets in Lexing- 
toot 

Thiwatatomeut is made in a care¬ 
fully prepared article writteu for 
the Me«hanical and Electrical En¬ 
gineering record of the Kentucky 
State University by Prof. V. E. 
MuncA for many year* connected 
with the latter institution. 

Professor Muncy refers to the 
old Louisville A Nashville depot. 
As h, appears now there is little 
difference from what it looked 
like when first built. A plain, 
square-shaped building, three 
stories high and built of briuk, it 
is familiar to evory man, womau 
and ehild io tbeuityof Lexington. 
It was only abandoned a few 
monthwago by the L. 4 N. upon 
the completion of the new Unioo 
Station between Limestone and 
Walnut. 

‘‘The writer learned from tbe 
late Captain Jeaae Woodruff that 
it waa begun in 1383 aud com¬ 
pleted in 1886," continue* Profee- 
sor Muncy’s article. When com¬ 
pleted it marked the eastern ter¬ 
minus of the Lexington 4 Ohio 
railroad and oontained the offices 
of the company. 

“From the northwest 'Comer of 
this building the flvwt ipasaenger 
railway car weet of iheoNRegbanlus 
started on ita dwfly Von to Frank¬ 
fort. It hat been titled for almost 
three-<fo*rtera of a century qnd 
stajtqs M » landmark to remiod 
the present generation of the old 
Order of things in Lexington and 
Central Keuthcky. 

“Thoae who prepared the char¬ 
ter granted January 28, 1880, to 
tho Lexington 4 Ohio Railroad 
Company contemplated a roqd 
from Lexington to Louisville. Tbs 
early advertisement to contractors 
invited bids on the construction 
of eight miles of road from Louia- 
ville eastward, and six miles from 
Lexington westward; bat the citi¬ 
zens of L^ulsvtlle were not then 
ready to a^iply themselves serious¬ 
ly to the construction of a railway. 
They had a eosaoMrsial outlet 
through tbe Ohio rivsr. 

‘‘Mr. Winter and his oo-workers, 
most of whom were residents of 
Lexington, then set themselves aa- 
sidooasiy to the tisk of building 
the road from Lexington to Louis¬ 
ville. Several engineers were em¬ 
ployed. The first was Thomas J. 
Matthews of Trausylvania Univer¬ 
sity, who began a preliminary sur¬ 
vey of the proposed route during 
the latter part of March, I860. 
Soon after this the president em¬ 
ployed Samuel H. Kneass, Mr. 
Mollvain and others to ‘put the 
work in a state of forwardness.' 
The directory requested the presi¬ 
dent ‘to go eastward in search of 
a man’ fpr chief engineer's place. 
H. J. Raniiev, who had been in the 
service of the Baltimore 4 Ohio 
Railroad Company, applied for the 
place. President Winter offered 
him a salary of $1,200 per anuum. 
This he decliued, but agreed to 
work without compensation a few 
months until tbe board could 
judge of bis competency. After a 
trial of three months be was made 
chief engineer of the road, August 
10, 1832. 

The board of directors had some 
difficulty in obtaining the right of 
way through a number of farms. 
In two cases—the Ducker farm 
and the Francesco farm—Preei* 
Winter reported that an amicable 
adjustment could be brought about 
ooly by the purchase of the farm 
outright.

The Guinea as a Christmas Bird. 

Those who have learned to ap¬ 
preciate the exquisite flavor which 
the delicate flesh of a plump 
guinea invariably possesses are 
not slow in expressing surprise at 
the fuel that the excellent quali¬ 
fies of this bird have not been 
more widely recognized. It is true 
that the cook-books have little to 
say about them. Even some of 
the so-called standard works on 
cookery fsil to refer to them at all, 
und yet there can be no question 
but that the properly cooked 
fowl is superior eating to either 
the duck or the goose. 

Dr. I.angworthy, who prepared 
the recent bulletin on ''The Guinea 
Fowl” f<>r the I'uited States De¬ 
partment ol Agriculture, advises 
that the bird be cooked with an 
onion a ml bacou in a casserole, or 
he reccommeuds the following re¬ 
cipe: 

“Coyer the bottom of a skillet 
w»tb sliced onion slightly browned ; 
lay on it the guinea fowl nicely 
cut as for a fricassee, putting tbiu 
strips of bacon over the meat; add 
u little water, close the skillet 
nglitly by means of paper tied 
over the top. Cook in the oven 
until well done. Serve with boil¬ 
ed cereals like samp or hominy in 
the place of potatoes.—The De-: 
comber Delineator.
